Indian election to be 
‘more open affair

NEW DELHI. — Indla’s fifth gen- 
eral election early next month pro- 
mises to be a more open affair 
than those preceding it. As ἃ result, 
the clearcut verdict Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi sought when she de- 
cided Jast December to go to the 
Polls a year ahead of schedule does 
mot appear attainable. 

About 2,750 candidates are con- 
testing 518 seats. This is 380 more 
than entered the lists in 1967, and 
they belong to elght national par- 
ties and 20 regional groupings, 
many of which came into being in 
recent months through the splinter- 

which has affected almost 
every big party. A newspaper com- 
mentator on national developments 
has described the coming elections 
as a “stampede,” sparked by 4 
quest for likemindedness on an in- 
creasingly marrow basis — prima- 
ΤῊ reflecting caste, creed or re- 
giona] interests. 


GROWING PAROCHIALISM 


Against this increasing parochial- 
ism, Mrs. Gandhi is striving to 
remind an electorate of 275 million 
thet national interests should have 
priority. But whether her voice will 
de heard above the din of special 
interests 1s doubtful, although the 
process of fission polfticians of all 
Shades have set in mption bodes 
mo good for the party system, the 
framework of parHamentary demo- 
racy and for the nation itself.

‘Murder, kidnapping and conspiracy’ 
THE FIGHT FOR 
ANGELA DAVIS

: SAN FRANCISCO (Ofns). — 
T= battle for the defence of 
Angela Davis has begun. Law- 
yers have filed motions asking that 
the murder, kidnapping and con- 
spiracy charges against her be 
dropped for lack of evidence, and 
support is growing throughout 
Black‘ America for the former 
‘philosophy teacher. Moderates such 
as the Rev. Jesse Jackson, heir to 
Martin Luther King, have pro- 
claimed thelr belief that she is the 
victim of a "“frame-up.” 


In black neighbourhoods across 
the country collection boxes are 
rattling for the “Angela Davis De- 
fence Fund"; which has a target 
of $100,000. Canrpus rallies to raise 
Toney have been addressed by a 
variety of academic iiberals. Pro- 
fessor Herbert Marcuse, Miss Da- 
vis's former teacher, was the main 
‘speaker at a meeting to mark her 
27th birthday.

“deeply concerned” about her fel- 
low-defendant, Ruchell Magee, 31, 
who feels he is the forgotten man 
of the case. Magee is one of the 
three convicts to whom guns were 
thrown in the courthouse shooting. 
The other two were killed by 
guards, 


At the age of 16 Magee was 
jaled by an all-white jury in 
Loulsiana for rapiag a White girl 
— they had long been secret 
friends, He served four years. Later, 
in California, he was arrested for 
forcing a man with whom he had 
quarreed into a car, driving him 
a few miles and relieving him of 
$5. Magee says it was a debt. 

For this "kidnapping" he recelv- 
ed a Ufe sentence under the “little 
Lindbergh” law. By studying lew 
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Angela Davis 


books In jail, Magee won a retrial, 
but was reconvicted. Convinced he 
was 8. victim of racial prejudice, 
he was repeatedly disciplined in 
San Quentin for refusing to work. 

Magee's disruptive court ap- 
pearances in the Davis case have 
caused him to be gagged and 
shackled by hands, feet and neck 
to his chair, He now accuses a 
court-appointed attorney of threaten- 
ing him with the gas chamber un- 
less he gives false testimony against 
Miss Davis, and promising him an 
amnesty in return for helping to 
convict her. 

“Angela feels he must be defend- 
ed," says Mr. Tigar, “He's burnt up 
with the injustices of his case.”

Experience in at east one 
country — Holland — has shown 
that when properly cared for, the 
bicyele (by which I mean both 
man- and engine-powered ver- 
sion} may become an important 
element in mass transportation. 

Actually, in much of “lower” 
Israel (it Is clear that the hilly 
parts may be disregarded in this 
discussion), climatic conditions are 
far more favourable than in Holland 
and it may be expected that proper 
treatment will greatly increase the 
use of the bicycle and thus benefit 
the population as a whole, provid- 
ing also those who cannot afford 
ἃ car, with an independent means 
of transportation.

The Customs administration notifies the public that it is pro- 
hibited to buy or keep for sale vehicles on which taxes have 
not been paid (e.g. vehicles of immigrants, invalids, tourists, 


or taxis). 


The owner of a tax-exempt vehicle wishing to sell it must 


apply to the nearest Customs 
before trausfer of ownership. 


An authorised representative 
will be accepted only if there are valid grounds for the owner’s 


absence (e.g. health reasons), 


and if the authorisation is dated the same day. 


A tourist importing a motorised vehicle may transfer it, only 
with a Customs permit, after having paid the taxes due.

The concept, new in Israel, has

Indeed, this might have been a 
bappier name, 85 the phrase “com- 
munity college’ may be somewhat 
Misleading, since the “community” 
that the new. Hadassah will 
serve will not be limited to its im- 
mediate environs, or indeed to Jeru- 
salem. Only one-third of the stu- 
dents in this first year of the 
Coliege are Jerusalemites.

1L5,000 fine for 
hashish smuggling 


THL AVIV. — A 22-year-old Amer- 
tean, in her sixth month of preg- 
Rancy, admitted sending hashish out 
of the country by mail and was 
fined 115,000 yesterday in fhe Dis- 
trict Court. She also received ἃ 
two-year susperded jail sentence. 

The girl, Joanna Kirby, told the 
court that she made no profit from 
the drug trade, but did it solely 
for her boyfriend, the father of her 
unborn child.

“Iq went very well indeed,” said 
a British Rail spokesman. “Fairly

The trade deficit In January 
totalled $68m., compared to $8&7m. 

After 
deducting the import of ships, the 
deficit stands at 48m. compared 
with $46m. in December. This four 
per cent rise in the trade deficit 
(minus ship and aircraft imports) 
was contrary to the expected sea- 
sonal decline between December and 
January, the Central Bureau of Sta- 
tistics reported yesterday. 

Trade imports (net) totalled 
$145m, in January, including $20m. 
spent on ships. Exports rose one 
million dollars between December 
ang January to totel $77m., a 
smaller increase than ia expected at 
this time of the year.
